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NEW JAPANESE CRISIS 


‘The increasing freedom of the 
criticism indulged in by the political 
parties in the Diet has attracted much 
Attention from observers of Japanese 
‘affairs lately. Now the politicians 
‘appear to have judged the moment 
ripe to strike a further blow for de- 
mocratic principles, They have 
chosen to stand on the Electoral Bill 
whieh is-desiged to mitigate police 
interference in the conduet of elec- 
tlons. The power exercised by the 
police in Japan has been the subject | 
of much ‘underground criticism and 
Fesentment. ‘The measures taken by 
the Hirota’ Government to meet the 
wishes of the War Offce in limiting 
the independence of trade union 
organizations included provision for 
enhancing police authority over the 
felectorate. “In affect the politicians 
have declared that unless the revis- 
fonary Bill ig given a quick passage— 
clearly they doubt the “sincerity” of 
the Government on that. point—they 
‘Will blookc all Government legislation. 
This is an ordinary parliamentary 
manoeuvre, but the riposte may give 
the politicians more than they ex- 
ected. The general election which 
now follows the Dissolution of the 
Diet . will be fought under the 
‘obnoxious conditions and, worse still, 
the politicians may find that they are 
‘eatting on a poor wicket, for it  is| 
jeasy to imagine that the military 
‘propagandists will make plenty of 
capital out of what they will deseribe 

‘a perversely unpatriotic refusal to 
provide for national security. Cynics 
‘evidently believe that the Diet, hav- 
Ing passed the defence appropriations, 
was doomed to go anyway, so the 
pretext, in that view, small 
ecount.

For these reasons the Budget Speech, 
which Mr, Neville Chamberlain is

believed that whatever proposals he 
will make, for socuring the inereasod 
Teventie, will be framed with due re- 
gard. to Britain's economic position, 
tnd the undesirability of doing any- 
thing ealoulated to interfore with 
the march toward prosperity which 
has been a feature “of the economic 
and industrial life of Great Britain 
@uring. the last year or so. One 
thing, however, is sure. Britain is 
able to finance her rearmament pro- 
‘gramme without placing too ereat a 
‘Strain on her national resources. 





CONTROLLED NEWS 


‘The non-party review of politieal 
‘and economic problems facing the 
forthcoming Imperial Conference, 
which has just been published makes, 
fan interesting reference to the manner 
Jn which certain nations of the world 
are distributing propaganda by means 
of state-subsidized news agencies, for 
whieh there is no British equivaient. 
‘There is not the slightest doubt that 
some of these agencies have been able 
to enter into severe competition with 
Reuter, which receives no help from 
the British government, and the time 
has come ‘when the’ question of 
whether some sort of assistance should 
‘oF should not be given to this very 
imporiant news agency should be 
considered. Anything in the nature 
fof state control would be repugnant 
to both Reuter and the press which it 
serves, for it Is this very selfsame 
control which places the output ot 
certain foreign agencies under con- 
siderable susplcion in sub-editorial 
offices, Sir Arthur Willer''s proposal 
that government assistance should 
take the form of facilities for cheap 
wireless transmission to be afforded 
Reuter and any other British news 
‘agency which could qualify for as- 
sistance has much to commend it, but 
that could only be really effective so 
Tong as there wasno attempt to dictate 
to recipients of such help what news 
should’ be sent abroad, If there 
were any such dictation the news 
agencies would become just as subject 
to suspicion, as some of their foreign 
confréres, whose despatches are in the

CLIMO OF THE ERONTIER 


Although Sir Skipton Climo saw 
service in China in 1800 and fought 
with distinction in Egypt and Meso~ 
potamia in the Groat War, it is as 
One of the outstanding Frontier soldiers 
ofthe Army in India that he will be 
best remembered. From the time that 
he left the Border Regiment to enter 
the then 24th Punjab Infantry, now 
the 4/14th Punjab Regiment of which 
he eventually became the Colonel, 
he was almost continuously engaged 
Im Frontire fighting, In 1807 he tool. 
art in the defence of the Malakand 
sa campaign in which Mr. Winston 
Churchill as. a ‘cavalry. subaltern 
aeted as war correspondent—and in 
the following year on another part 
of the Frontier he won the 
DSO. Four years after the Pe 
king expedition he was fotind in 
Tibet, “and later he was fighting 
‘against the Mohmands in’ 1908, On 
the termination of the Great Wor he 
commanded the Waziristan Force in 
the operations which followed the 
breakdown of 1919 on that part of 
the Frontier, Climo was more than 
4 courageous soldier and skilful gen- 
eral; he won a special reputation 
among Frontier oficers for his n= 
‘anny’ aptitude for Frontier fighting 
and strategy. Perhaps only the late 
Sir Andrew ‘Skeen could be classed 
with him on that particular fed: of 
warfare. Skeen had, in addition, an 
ability for administration andthe 
higher staff work which carried him 
ultimately to. the chiefship of the 
General. Staff at Simla, Dut in the 
psychological study of ‘the. tribes- 
‘man's genius and in the instinet for 
the right decision in that ditieult 
country—often against the text-book 
preseriptions—Climo was supreme.

the tightening of the preventive 
operations of the Customs in Fukien 
and Kwangtung the total value of 
smuggled imports is estimated as 
$200 million owing in the main (o| 
the “special dimicuities” in.

If the recovery were to be as com-| 
plete as the circumstances required. 
General Chiang Kal-shek, during|

the Coronation in London, has} 
acting charge of the Finance’ port- 
folio, It is believed that that 
arrangement. will not be altered, 
for the Vice-Minister and hi 
lieutenants can readily adjust to 
the Ministry's needs arrangements| 
for keeping in touch with the 
Generalissimo in Fenghua, —or| 
wherever he decides to spend his 
Teave. Dr. Kung's absence in| 
Europe will not be governed entire- 
ly by the Coronation celebrations.

In Germany he may also} 
feel disposed to undergo certain 
medical treatment recommended to 
him. “His health has not been good 
but the heavy burden which he! 
has carried during the last six

despite the gravity of the shock 
involved, the machinery of the! 
‘administration responded to the 
‘emergency in good trim. The fecl- 
ing was that the great efforts of 
General Chiang Kai-shek and_his| 
colleagues to make their organiza 
tion really national in thought and| 
coherence had borne fruit. Since 
the Generalissimo's return to active 
participation in the Government, his 
Influence and prestige have been| 
enhanced by the popular acclaim 
which greeted his safe emergence| 
from an exceedingly delicate posi- 
tion, ‘There are signs that he has 
recoanized the desirability of con-| 
solidating that confidence in his 
leadership by giving the Govern-| 
ment a broader basis in responsi 
bility and outlook. ‘The fact that 
he can now take two months well- 
earned leave is eloquent of the 
validity of this view. The Govern- 
ment is not exposed to special 
anxiety because there is every’ con- 
fidence in the arrangements made 
for its continuance on the approved, 
lines. 

‘As Chairman of the Central 
Political Council, Mr. Wang Ching- 
wel has recently made clear his 
entire agreement with the opposi 














tion which the Government presents 
to Communist doctrines. His return| 
to the Counell has therefore facili- 
tated to strict continuity in policy. 
Nor does this attitude necessarily 
split-a lance for the fine eyes of 
Fascism, as sponsors of the anti- 
Communist front would aver. The 
other day in discussing the applica 
tion of such a theory to English 
polities, the “Morning Post” which| 
can hardly be suspected of pro- 
Communist leanings, repudiated the 
notion that there was no difference 
between Fascism and Conservatism.

Fascism stands for an authoritarian 
‘and (olalitarian prineiple In gov" 
ernment. Conservatism stands. for 
‘ordered progress, liberty, tolerance, 
‘and individualism within the estab- 
lished framework of the British 
traditions and democratic institu: 
tions, 


The present period of tutelage 
under the Kuomintang docs un- 
doubtedly afford some pretext, for 
arguing the applicability to China 
of the totalitarian principle, but 
that argument might hold good in 
commending Communism to this 
country, a proposal which Mr. 
‘Wang Ching-wel, no less than 
Genera! Chiang Kai-shek, express 
ly rejects. Mutatis mutandis the 
“Morning Post's” definition of Eng- 
ish individualism might well be 
adopted for China. In thus indicat 
ing China's ability to use her own 
genius in solution of her own prob- 
Jems, It is to be hoped that the Gov- 
ernment will persevere in its efforts 
to break down every _possible| 
barrier between the administration 
and the people whom that admini- 
stration is eager to serve. In the 
past year much has been done to 
unify’ national policies, to increase 
China's stature in foreign eyes. 
‘That is all to the good and it has 
been well defined in his own organ, 
“The People’s Tribune” by Mr. 
Wang Ching-wei's declaration that 

internal stability” is the synonym 
for “resistence against invasion. 
By internal stability he has made 
it clear that he mean the persistent 
pursuit of the policy of economic 
Teconstruction so that the Govern- 
ment may stand forth as the true! 
champion of the people's economic 
needs in refutation: of the specious 
claims of the exponents of either 
fone or the other of the two 
“political religions” of which Europe 
is hearing so much and so] 
disastrously to-day. 




















THE OLD BOGIES 
Merch 31, 
M. Stalin's report to the Central 
Executive Committee of the Com- 
munist Party. while it is a docu- 
ment obviously preparedsfor home 
consumption, is of interest abroad 
because of the indications it con- 
tains of the possibility of further 
changes taking place in the per- 
sonnel and policy of tho party. 
Tt is even more interesting trom | 
another point of view, and that is| 
because it contains ‘an implied 
confession not only that all is not 
well within the party ltsolf, but] 
that it has failed in much that it 
hhas sought to do for Russia. That 
there have been failures, and 
grievous failures in Russia is only 
foo well known, but when M. 
Stalin speaks of the — success 
achieved by the followers of 
‘Trotsky in undermining industrial 
life, and raises the old boxey of 
wrecking tacties and espionage, he 
is admitting by Implication much 
of what has been reported in this 
connection, How much of those 
failures hax been due to inept 
leadership, and how much to the 
fact that for some years past the 
main object of the Soviet Govern- 
ment has been to forge a huge 
military weapon at the cost of the 
economic welfare of the people 
not easy to determine, but it is 
that they are sufficiently im- 
Posing for the leader to malze such 
exaggerated reference to what he 
alleges to be the cause. If his 
report were taken at face value, it 
that where the Soviet 
programme has failed it has been 
entirely due to the machinations of 
the enemies of the state, whether 
Trotskyists or emissaries of foreign 
states bent on the destruction of 
the Soviet system. Of course it is 
hot to be expected that M. Stalin 
would admit any fault inherent in 
the system of which he is the hea 
for that in effect would be a denial 
of his own and his party's infalli- 
bility, 
The picture 
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draws of Russia, surrounded by 
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placable foes,’ penetrating by 
their espionage even to the inner 
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counciis of the party, reaching the 
economic and administrative organ- 
lations, is based upon the revel 
tions said to have been unearthed 
in the course of recent state trials. It 
Is calculated to instil in the breasts 
of the communists a fearful loyalty: 
to the parly inspired by the 
Knowledge of a peril whieh is many 
degrees less imposing than M. 
Stalin would have the people 
believe. “It is an awesome pleture, 
A. system riddled through and 
through by espionage, sabotage and 
intrigue, sees the ravening wolves 
of capitalism prowling around 
waiting to destroy it once and for 
all, It is a terrible position for 
any nation to be in, and yet M, 
Stalin admits that this is the case 
with Russia, As has already been 
remarked, all that is purely for 
home consumption, Domestically it 
‘may be imposing, but abroad it will 
only raise the faintest of incred- 
ulous siniles, ‘That there are 
opponents of Communism Is per= 
feclly true, It is equally true that 
there are enemies of Soviet Russia 
in existence, but in the main those 
enemies would never have been 
created if Russia had remained 
content to follow out its own 
experiment in the new social order 
without endeavouring to spread the 
gospel in other countries which 
wanted none of it, ‘The Communist 
desire for world revolution has 
done more to create enemies for 
Soviet Russia than any other factor, 
and if the petty distinctions between 
the Communist Party, the Soviet 
Government and the ‘Third Inter- 
nationale had not so often been 
insisted on, there is every reason 
to believe ‘that there would have 
been stronger tendencies towards 
peace than are to be ascertained at 
the moment, 

But what is even more important 
than the foregoing is the fact that 
the report indicates that the policy 
of the Communist party is com- 
pletely bankrupt. The leader attri- 
utes the failures to the fact that 
enemies of the party would not 
et it succeed, and in the case of 
Russia it has always to be 
remembered that the Party is the 
State, ‘The gradual change in the 
complexion of Communism, the 
slow lightening of its encarnadine 
hue, the drifting away from the 
communism of Lenin and the 
modification of his original policies, 
are in themselves indications of 
failure. For that reason it Is more 
than ikely that members of the 
Communist Party will read with 
gome cynicism the Dictator's pre- 
jeription of strenuous courses in 

mninism for all leaders, secretaries 
and officials. A too definite adhe 
tence to the gospel of Lenin has been 
proved nol to be a political asset 
in Russia. Of the prominent dis- 
ciples of ‘the dead leader a large 
number have been liquidated in one 
way or another, and if loyally to 
the teaching of Lenin failed to save 
them, then those who are now 
exhotled to replenish their faith in 
it, may very rightly reply that to 
do so would be to adopt the best 
method of shortening thelr lives. 
‘The mantle of the master may hai 
fallen on M, Stalin, but he and h 
colleayties are putting it to slrange 
uses, one of whieh is to cloak their 
departure from his teachings.

worthy, of an "Empire orator.” Stilt 
Mr. Saatrl has alwoys been an 
‘uncertain political barometer, His 
thlet success, apart from his brill- 
faneoas a’ speaker, has been| 
gained In “diplomatic. discussions. 
What are the conditions? ‘They 
call upon the Governois individu 
ally to guarantee that no use will 
be made of the “special powers” 
vested in them deliberately and 
specifically" by Parliament. Obvi- 
ously the Governors themselves 
ean give no. such undertaking 
which would violate their oath of 
Mice. Moreover, in so far as 
those special powers involve th 
duty of seeing that. the Viceroy's 
own exercise of his powers Is 
safeyuarded, the Governors have! 
‘no competency, apart altogether 
from "Parliament's over-riding 
authority in the matter, 

In reality, tierefore, Pandit 
Jawahar Lal Nehru’s plan has won 
‘support, ‘nibolt by a devious 
route, “At this early stage: It is 
Impossible. to decide what is the! 
intention of the Congress. caucus. 
Probably it seeks to start the new! 
régime with a flourish of recus- 
ancy and to wateh the course of| 
events so as to, take opportunist 
fdvantage of “any dovolopment 
Which may” favour the kind of 
mass agitation congenial to its 
fechnique. “It may” merely be 
making a preliminary show of 
reluctance to accept office for the 
purpose of reconciling its actions 
‘with the flamboyant promises of 
lection time. AS no-one can be 
sure how the provisions of the Act 
‘will be applied to meet this 
emergency, the caucus may feet 
that it has nothing to lose and, 
perhaps, much (o gain by thus at 
once challenging safeguards which 
fre embodied in the Act as the 
result of many months’ careful 
consideration of the claims of all 
parties, particularly, et it bo 
hoted, of the minoritiés and there- 
fore of mainly Indian interests 
Logically, of course, the action of 
a would-be responsible _parly~ 
organization which takes full 
tdvantage of the electoral machine 
to secure its right to form minis 
fries and then virlually repudiates

sily for the very powers which 
the Governors are blandly asked! 
to walve. ‘The King-Emperor's| 
Government must proceed. On 
that principle, In those provinces 
where ministries eannot be formed, 
the Act provides measures for 
averting @ breakdown, ‘The con~ 
{entlon of the Congress caucus is 
that the endowment of the Gover 
rors with special powers robs the 
Constitution of its. alleged yirtue 
as a definite and extensive advance 
toward democratic _ government. 
There Is no need {0 dilate on the 
complexity of the ethnological, 
religious, political and soclal condi 
tions In’ which this Constitution 
has been devised to function. 
Discussions to whlch Indian and 
European opinion of all kinds have 
‘welghtily contributed have under! 
the aegis of Parliament produced 
an elaborate plece of legislation 
delicately poised on compromise 
‘and, like all Constitutions, demand 























Ing the operation of goodwill as 
the essentlal motive power. The 
unwritten Constitution of Great| 
Britain=and even the Congress 
extremists invoke that model—is| 
Itself dependent on the existence 
of special powers, as the recent 
abdication “crisis "showed. ‘The 
argument that, of tHemselves, the 
speclal powers’ of the Viceroy and| 
the Governors imply an auto- 
cratic ‘clement which vitlates.the| 
Uberatism of the | Constitution is 
not fora moment tenable, Yet, 
fon that basis, Pandit Jawahar Lai 
Nehru and’ Mr. M. K. Gandhi 
formulate thelr gesture’ with the 
admitted object of wrecking the 
new régime. They carefully re- 
frain from pointing out that the| 
speelal powers need not come into 
‘operation at all if readiness to use| 
to the full the opportunities offered 
in the ministries be shown by the 
vielorious majorities, Success . in 
‘working the system and in exercis- 
Ing the authority which statutorily 
vests in the new ministries would 
automatically achieve the "very 
result said to be desire! by Con~ 
gress—the non-exercise of the! 
Governors’ special powers. When, 
therefore, the caucus demands a 
pledge that the Governors should 
withhold use of those powers, in 
@eflance of Parliament, it is in 
effect announcing that ‘it desires| 
to set on foot destructive activities 
in protection of the community 
against which the Governors have 
been expressly charged to exer- 
cite responsibility. 

Taking the ‘long’ view, this 
immediate testing of the Constitu- 
tion's safeguards may be beneficial 
all round, ‘There must be no] 
blinking of the fact that the Con~ 
ress caucus’ gesture intends mis- 
chief and will throw on the 
Governments concerned heavy’ 
responsibilities ‘over and above 
those of inaugurating the new 
régime, ‘Supreme tact and judg- 
ment will have to be shown, for 
the recusants will closely watch 
every step to exploit a false move 
it It be detected. Parliament was! 
not unaware of the possibilities; it 
believes that It has provided ample| 
safeguards to deal with them. 
Where minority’ ministries are 
being formed, the Congress major!- 
ties may or may not take their 
seats to embarrasi the holders of! 
office. Where no. ministries can 
be persuaded to take office, the 
Governors are armed with author- 
{ty to carry on the essential ad- 
ministration. In the meantime’ 
the electors ‘will tearn how, by the 
direct. action of those who asked 
for their suftrages, thelr provinces 
have been deprived of opportuni 
{les which will surely be fully! 
rasped in the Punjab and Sind. 
‘The educative effect of this expert. 
ence may produce a revulsion of 
feeling to ‘which the Congress 
Party will have to pay heed. It 
should not be forgotten that the| 
Governor cannot exercise _ his! 
speclal powers, except for certain| 
well-defined. objects. He has an 
Instrument of Instructions carefully’ 
framed by Parliament to: advise 
hhim on the matter. Broadly his 
special powers, of which the Con-| 
gress. decision’ makes so fantastic 
bogey, charge him with the 
provention of “any grave menace| 
{o the peace” ‘of the Province, 
safeguarding the legitimate inter- 
ests of minorities, securing to the 
Publle Services their constitutional 
rights, preventing commercial dis- 
crimination, administration of par- 
tially excluded (mostly aboriginal 
and backward) areas and ensuring 
the execution of the Viceroy’s 
lawful orders. In the event of a 
breakdown, as may now arise in| 
the Provinces where no. ministries 
can_ be formed, he has to assume 
all powers necessary for carrying 
fon the government of his Province 
effectively. No representative Gov~ 
ernment in the world Is, In the last 
retort, denied such powers, The 
Congress Party's effort to treat 
them as autocratic oxerescences 
will herdly commend itself to any’ 
‘unprejudiced eritle.

On the face of it the suggestion 
(rom Warsaw that a German-Rus- 
sian “rapprochement may be the) 
next turn in European politics may 
seem to be surprising. Both coun- 
tries of late have distinguished 
themselves by expounding a mutual 
aversion In lurid terms, Herr] 
‘Hitler's champions have frequently 
averred that Communism's excesses | 
re given birth to Nazi Germany. |

‘Russia from the scope of that bene-| 
ficence. ‘The anti-Communist front 
was thought to pride itself on a 
Catonian vindictiveness towards| 
Moscow which certain Japanese 
erities have found embarrassing 
after that front had "received 
‘Tokyo's formal blessing. Germany 
has. protested against the Franco 
Soviet pact as the stumbling-block 
to European co-operation in the 
West. From Russia's side the 
hostility to Germany has been 
hardly less lively. Russian spokes- 
men have not hesitated to assure 
the world of Soviet readiness to 
resist German aggression should 
the occasion arise. The micro- 
phones of Berlin and Moscow ha 

‘seemed at times to be engaged in a| 
ong-sustained verbal duel the next 
step to which might be well im- 
agined as involving a transition 
trom words to deeds. So at the first 
‘blush Warsaw's vision of the re- 
conciliation of the two countries 
‘must meet with incredulity. Polish 
opinion, which has some ground for 
claiming knowledge of next-door 
neighbours, is not seeptical however 
and, indeed, Is prepared to examine 
the’ suggestion with “considerable 
[respect and not a lttle anxiety. 

Tt is not necessary to find 
elaborately recondite reasons for 
the resumption of Herr Hitler's 
friendship with General Ludendorf, 
in order to give the basis for a 
Soviet-Nazi accord. Whatever may 
be the appeal of the Ludendorfian 
Neo-Paganism of Moscow's anti- 
religious programme, itis recognized 
that Christian traditions in Germany| 
are far too strong even for Herr 
Hitler to ignore. The Catholicism 
of Bavaria is as deep-rooted. in 
German culture as the Protestantism 
of Prussia. Soviet Russia has lately 
had to take steps to mitigate her 
hostility to the Church, not the 
east significant being tie: closure 
of the notorious anti-God museum. 
‘This has no doubt been inspired 
less by any. real change of heart 
within the Government than by 
recognition of the lstlessness of the 
“anti-God” movement which, 
shrunken though It be, can_ still 
claim 2,000,000 adherents. It is 
more reasonable to discern inspira~ 
tion for a Russo-German entente In 
the trend of political events in| 
Europe. Herr Hitler has obviously’ 
‘not been impressed by the prospects: 
of an insurgent success in Spain, 
if a condition precedent to it be 
further German support. The 
volatility “of Signor ‘Mussolin!'s 
pronouncements on that subject is 
probably embarrassing to Berlin 
where, despite certain character- 
Astles of the dictatorial mood, there 
{ig close attention to realist con- 
siderations when issues of high 
policy..are at stake. Nor is it 
Irrelevant to suggest that the fallure| 
of the British and French de- 
‘mocracies to measure down to the 
standards of invertebracy and dis- 
union confidently assigned to them 
by certain enthustastic Nazi 
observers has given Herr -Hitler| 
food for reflection. ‘The goodwill 
evident In Great Britain's attitude 
toward Germany has evoked ap- 
propriate expressions in response 
from Herr Hitler, but he is no 
longer under the illusion that it 
implies, any weakening of British 
co-operation with France. He may 
have noted that the House of Com- 
mons In paying tribute to the 
memory of Chamberlain of Locarno 
showed a unanimity unattalned 
‘even when discussing the grave 
‘constitutional crisis of December 
last, Therefore special importance 
must be attached to the concluding 
passage of Mr. Stanley Baldwin's 
eloquent eulogy of his dead col- 
Teague: 

«che had an Infiaite falth in the 
Parllamentary system of this cout 
fry. Let us. resolve once more 
that we can best keep his memory 
bright by. confirming our own 
resolution that goverament of the 
people by the people shall never 
perish on this earth, 
At the moment when there 1s an 
other movement toward firmer| 
‘Anglo-American comradeship the 
British Prime Minister's invocation 
of Gettysburg ties an inspiring 
‘message for the forees of democracy, 

Lately Germany's position. In 
‘Europe has awakened apprehension 
as well as sympathy. It has been 
roundly asserted that the emphasis 
fon the ideological strugele has 
brought the danger of a grand con- 
fagration nearer. ‘The efforts 
which Germany has. made to 
support the polley of “non-inter- 
vention in Spaln with British and 
French agreement have, in no small 
measure, fortified those who believe 

















fn the sincerity of Herr Hitier' pas- 
[sionately expressed solicltude for 
peace, despite the unfortunate 
fitterances of other German spokes 
men. It Is possible that, faced with 
the real difficulty of working out 
his economic reconstruction plans, 
Herr Hitler now realizes that a 
review of the general situation is 
essential. If that be attempted it 
Is not too fantastic to believe that 
by restoring the machinery for co- 
operation with Soviet Russia Ger- 
many can best avold the dangers of 
which too grim a warning has been 
forthcoming in the course of events 
lr Spain and the intensifation of 
the rearmament programme  else- 
where. The Treaty of Rapallo, 
which, in 1922, established economic 
relations between Germany and 
Russia at a time when other coun 
trles were chary of such a bond 
with the Soviet Government, still 
stands and can"be used as the con- 
venient implement for’ restoring 
co-operation. ‘There .is no. reason 
‘tor alarm or sinister ‘deductions if 
stich be the intention. Indeed it! 
may well portend an approach to| 
Buropean co-operation, thus giving| 
the nations a real opportunity to 
turn thelr backs on the abyss which 
thas been $0 forcefully pointed out! 
to them of late,

‘While it is quite possible that the 
recent defeats of the insurgents in 
‘Spain may have been somewhat 
exaggerated, it is clear from’ the 
communiqués of both sides that 
such, reverses did occur and were 
of proportions which will not per 
mit of ‘their being ignored. When 
to that is added the reports of the 
insurrections within the ranks of 
the rebels, it becomes apparent that 
the symptoms of impending defeat 
have demonstrated thelr existence: 
‘That impression is reinforced by 
the accounts which have-leaked out 
‘of extreme differences ‘of opinion 
between the Spanish leaders and 
those in command of the German 
and Italian volunteers, who, ‘it is 
now alleged, are seeking to obtain 
control of General Franco's venture. 
‘Thus, with discontented Spanish 
rebels on the one hand, and on the 
other division between the Spaniards 
and thelr foreign helpers, all” of 
which is indicative of a prevalent 
feeling of defeat, factors exist which 
JMnay sooner or later—sooner, unless 
‘one party or the other can assert 
complete authority over the whole 
of the insurgents—cause the rebel 
campaign to collapse. That, of 
course,’ presupposes that the coun- 
tries at present actively concerned 
in the rebellion or its subjugation 
will continue to withold any further 
assistance in accord with thelr 
present commitments. An entirely 
different “position may arise if 
present agreements are disregarded 
in the light of possible future 
events, but at the moment the re- 
alistic view assumes that . the 
various countries involved will 
abide by thelr pledges. It is true 
that international pacts have in 
recent years assumed an ephemeral 
quality which gives cause for great 

anxiety, but if in this instance they 

are again to be lightly set aside, the 
‘consequences may be ‘exceedingly 
grave for Europe. 

It has often ‘been emphasized in 
this column that the rebellion in. 
‘Spain has long ceased to be a purely 
domestic affair, and has now as~ 
‘sumed the complexion of a war be- 
tween two ideologies In which there 
can be no compromise which will 
Jast, and which can only end in the 
‘complete defeat of one side or the 
other, with, perhaps, disastrous 











‘results to the losers.” Italy, Germany 
and the Roman Catholle Church 
naturally desire that the rebels shall 
cast down the existing government, 
the two first because: they want to 
see the establishment in, Spain. of 
a'government similar to thelr own, 
and under thelr friendly guidance;

Canton, Mar. 22. 

It cannot be gninsaid that there is 
a rising feeling of optimism among 
the middle and upper classes of 
‘which a manifestation is the spurt in 
the building trade. “When the bubble 
broke and inflated land volues. dis 
‘appeared, contractors were hard put, 
but now’ they find trouble keeping 
pace with the demands for. thelr 
services.

Furniture 
shops handle over-stuffed sofas and 
armchairs, modernist dining room and 
parlour sels, end-tables, "occasional 
Dleces and all that. A year ago one 
hhad to Journey to Hongkong to get 
fany furniture of modern design. 

‘Radios are more in demand than 
‘ever, but it had been the cheap sets 
fon Which one could get. Now sets 
with omamental cabinets, priced In 
the "hundreds, are in vogue and 
selling well. 

‘Cobwebs ‘were collecting in motor 
sales-rooms a year oF so ago, but to- 
day spiders have little chance. With 
the appointment of new political 
officials orders come pouring in for 
Rew models, and every dealer re- 
poris better business.

30,000 TROOPS TO BE 
DISBANDED 


Drastic Cut in Kwangtung 
Military Forces 


Canton, Apr. 4. 
Disbandment of the superfluous 
troops of the 4th Roule Army under 
General Yu Han-mou, concurrently 
Pacifieation Commissioner for Kwang 
tung, is to be effected as from April 1 
in pursuance to the instructions of 
the “Military Aftalrs Commission. 

IL is announced that. 21 regiments 
will be disbanded, numbering about 
20,000 officers and men. The dis- 
Eanded officers will be sent to the 
Canton braneh of the Central Military 
Academy to undergo training, while 
physically unfit soldiers will be. re 
atriated to their native districts. 

Tdentic telegrams to that effect have 
been despatched by Gen. Yu Han 
‘mou to General Chiang Kat-shek, the 
Inspectorate-General of Military

When a million and a halt Chines: 
close their shops Sr the middle of 
the day for an imaginary gas attack 
and strictest martial law is enforced 
within 20 minutes after the warning 
onlookers are witnessing a Chinose 
demonstration of mass discipline 
equalled only by the Emperor's pro- 
cession to the Temple of Heaven 
when every door and window in 
Peking was closed. 

‘Thus began the 4-day air mangu- 
vres in Hankow, last month and those 
who were on the spot, prowling the 
streets armed with military passes, 

W gas. drills, hospitals on wheels, 
engineoring squads and. fire-fighters, 
all working with a precision unknown 
in previous clvitian training. 

Shortly before 1.30 pm., the writer 
was strolling down’ the Bund in 
Hankow. Several thousand coclles 
were unlosding cotton bales from a 
barge and the street was alive with 
pedestrians, rickshaws and motorears. 
Nothing scemed unusual except a few 
military officers standing on a corner, 
eyeing’ thelr watches, 

‘As the Customs House clock struck 
1.30, a siren on the cotton mill started 
moaning. Before it had climbed to 
shrill seream, the street scene was 
a panic, Rickshaws  scooted into 
alleyways; plump shoppers broke into 
fa dead run, sometimes knocking each 
other down; shopkeepers hurriedly 
put up their shutters and barred their 
Goors, Pollee began barrieading th? 
streets with barbed wire entangle- 
ments, 











AML Forces Assist

Electrical linemen on biey- 
sles pedal about the city looking for 
hive wires and telephone connections:

of a machhhe gun, indieate that 9 
hastily mounted anti-alr battery” has 
gone into action, 

‘A lull follows. Fire ladders are 
lowered, ambulances return to their 
hyases, the planes Oy off, the gas 























street sentinels look restless. A. final 
blast from the cottda mill signais the 
‘end of the air raid, and police with 
draw the barbed wire entanglements 
from the street. In half an hour the 
coolies sre -again unloading cotton 
bales from the barge, and hordes of 
curlous pedestrians are examfning the 
‘sky for traces of the ralders. 


Night Tactles Practised 

‘At night the ground tactles are the 
same, but the difieultles of the 
guardsmen are vastly inereased be- 
cause “lights out” in a Chinese city 
does not mean the mere pulling of 
fan electrical switch, but the indivi- 
dual control of Kerosene lamps in 
perhaps 150,000 homes and shops. 
Pollee stationed in tall bulldings call 
‘out the location of visible lights, and 
guards below hasten to order them 
‘Out. Hospitals and other institutions 
Which must use electricity put up 
Diack’ blinds. OfMeial motorcars have 
thelr headlights covered with black 
cloth, and shielded by cylinders of 
‘metal which extend forward for one 
foot trom the lenses. 

‘One evening a foreigner was caught 
Im hig bathtub when the lights went 
‘out, but he patiently Iit a kerosene 
Tight. “Within five minutes loud foot- 
steps entered his house, mounted the 
stairs, and someone knocked ance"! 
‘on his bathroom door. Fortunately 
the “door was locked, but a. gruff 
Chinese voice ordered lights out In 
a hurry or the offender would be 
arrested, 

Of the foreign conctssions, the 
French and the vapanese did not co- 
operate elther in martial law or light 
control, but their viewpoints were 
clearly’ stated In. diplomatic papers 
before the alr drill, and no discour- 
tesy was shown on elther side. The 
Japanese primary school _obligingly 
@elayed Its morning opening from 
9 to 10.30 am. on two mornings to 
Aavold any conflict with the alr drill, 
fa gesture which was appreciated by 
the Chinese ofictals. 


Precautions on the River 


On the river, special precautions 
for light control and martial law 
were enforced.

‘The trapezoid 
‘Shaped pleces of land between every 
palr of ward units will be developed 
nto gardens where the convalescent 
pallents may walk or be wheeled 
‘long the shady paths. Comfortable 
benches and casy seats, splashing 
fountains and simple forms of amuse- 

ant, are planned to add to the plea- 
sure of the patients and shorten the 
‘convalscence. 

‘Besides these ward units, the out 
patients building, which ciosely ad- 
Joins the administrative one, is also 
Accessible from the main streets; as 
the dispensary may” receive more 
patients than all the other parts of 
the hospital put together, and num= 
bers of patients are referred to and 
from the labouratories in the admin- 
istrative building, which should. be 
accessible to the dispensary so that 
examination can be made with the 
least possible transference of patients. 

‘The south-west corner of the lot 
is devoted to service quarter; which 
‘will Inelude a. pawer house, "build 
Ings for heating, laundry, "kitchen, 
shops, garage, and mortuary. The 
Feason for separation is to minimize 
the nolses and vibrations which come 
from the mechanical equipment. As 
the prevailing ‘wind in” Shanghai 
travels fromthe south cast or north= 
‘west directions, smoke nuisance 
would have no chance 10 bother the 
‘ard units. ‘The upper storeys of 
these buildings are used for the 
housing of male or female help, main 
storage and housekeeps offices. This 
logical location also allows the de- 
livery of merchandise outside the 
patients area, thus minimizing the 
olses from this class of traffle on 
‘ecount of the distance. 

Hospital Operating 

Although only officially opened 
fon April’ 3, the general hospital in 
the administrative building is taking 
in” patients at six cents a consulta 
ton, including medicine, and three 
cents for successive consultations. Tt 
Sag built at 2 cost of about $974,000 
fand equipped and furnished at $148, 
000. ‘Dr. Oong Tse-lung, a graduate 
of Frankfurt, AM, Germany, who 
Ws president of the National’ Tung 
Chi Medical College, and Dr. L. K. 
Ou, a graduate of the Johns Hopkins 
University, are superintendent | and 
assistant-superintendent respectively 
of, the hospital. 

‘ae equipment of the laboratory 
neludes among other apparatus and 
Instruments electric ovens, incubators, 
power centrifuges, mechanical re- 
frigerators, hydrogen on concentration 
apparatus,” combustion furnace, and 
‘optical apparatus including precision 
olariseope, refractomer and high 
Dower microscopes. The laboratory 
{thus adequately prepared to per~ 
form all. kinds "of chemical and 
‘bacteriological examinations as well 
as for the preparation of biological 
products, and research, 

‘The library of the laboratory con- 
tains about "85 volumes of books 
related to chemistry, bacteriology, 
nutrition ‘and pharmacy, about 320 
Volumes of back numbers, and fifteen 
kinds of periodicals. 


Established tn 1925 

‘The laboratory was established in 
1025 by the Shanghal Civle Service 
‘at Nantao. In 1027, it was placed 
under the control of’ the Bureau of 
Public Health. One year later, it 
‘was moved to Chapel. ‘The Bacterio- 
logical Department commenced | to. 
produce biological products in 1830. 
‘By the sale of these products coupled 
‘with examination fees, it was enabled 
to develop and expand gradually.

FIRE BREAKS OUT IN 
NORVIKEN 


‘Threat to Vessel as Cargo of 
‘Tobacco Burns 


A fire broke out on April 4 at 7.10 
pam. amongst kegs of tobacco leaf 
in the number 2 hatch of the ss 
Rorviken, of ‘the Indo-China Steam 
favigation Company, lying alongside 
Hunt's Wharf, Wayside, "The Fire. 
Brigade was called and sent engine 
from Hongkew Station, ‘which  had| 
tho fire under control within twenty 
minutes and. out completely extin- 
guished in half an hour. The rescue: 
van from Central Station also re- 
sponded. 

‘The frst to see smoke rising out 
of the after hold was a_watehman 
who notified the ship's second offeer. 
He immediately ordered out the! 
ship's fire equipment and a sailor was| 
sent to telephone the Shanghal Fire 
Brigade. The engines responded. 
promptly. 

‘When the fire engines arrived the 
entire after deck was heavy with 
smoke and flames could be seen and| 
hheard crackling deep in the hotd. 

By 8 o'clock the firemen were 
withdrawing from the secne and| 
the crew ‘was busy unloading the| 
cargo and trying to determine just 
how much damage had been done. 
‘The loss was held to be trivial as 
the tobacco destroyed only represents 
ed the stem part of the leaves. A| 
certain amount of damage was done| 
‘by water in the hold.

Channing Pollock Visits China at Last:.Impressed| 


with British Work in India 


In Shanghai for the frst time is 
Mr. Channing Pollock, one of 
‘America’s most famous playwrights. 
‘Mr. Pollock, who is now in his Aties, 
has, been writing plays for the New 

than thirty 
years. 


‘This ts Mr, Pollock's first visit to 
the Orient. “He sald that he had 
spent the first fifty years of his lite 
oing to Europe, which he has visited 
More than thirty. times, and’ since 
he feels younger than he did when 
he Was 35 and thus expects to live 
fo be 100, he intends to spend the 
next ftly: years vist"ng the Orlent. 

"This trip, which he has talcen 
with ‘his wife and daughter for six 
months, was in the nature of a survey 
of the Orlent. Mr, Pollock's method, 
‘whieh he claimed to have used with 
reat success in Europe, is to make 
8 hurried journey, picking out the 
places where he wanted to come back 
‘nd. making sure of those he never 
wanted to See again, 

‘China is the elimox of @ journey 
whieh began East of Suez, and he 
confesses himsolt more impressed 
with China than with anything that 
he has seen yet. The thing that ap- 
pealed to him most was the good 
naturé:and happy disposition of the 
Chinese" people 9s a whole, Then 
too he declared that he was glad to 
fina one spot in the world which was 
not entirely mad, ‘The Chinese, Df 
Pollock, said, seem far removed trom 
‘a-world whlch Is torn with war and 
rumours of war. Speaking with a 
Chinese’ In Canton, he got the Im- 
pression that China would have to 
Aght some time, but that the when 
was very much inthe future and 
eerlainly of no. immediate concern, 
His only hope was that China would 
not be dismembered before she woke 
up, although he very much regretted 
the necessity of her waking up. 

Impressed with British Work 

‘A considerable portion of his time 

fon this trip Mr. Pollock spent in 
India, which he felt to be more de~ 
pressing than anything he had ever 
Seon. He. was Impressed with the 
Work thal the British are doing there 
‘and said that it would be Impossible 
for ‘any nation to doa better job 
than they are doing. “But he seemed 
to think that the dimeulties in front 
ot thom in the way. of religious 
Superstition wore in the final analysis 
‘unsurmountable. “What ean you do 
in a country,” he exclaimed, “where 
‘even the frst principles of sanitation 
offend some religious cult?” 
“In contrast China seemed to him to 
bbe: much less supersiition-ridden 
than India, and he felt: that prouress 
would hence be, not only easier here 
Dut" much more ikely. Mt. Pollock 
was also much Impressed with thé 
prisons which he visited in India and 
felt that if such Tuxurious "prisons 
were to be found in America, he 
would enjoy going there, an eventua 
ity: whieh ‘he seemed to think might 
come about In any event since going 
to" prison has not only become 
fashlonable but he thought, might 
olga be inevitable.

Prior to the time that he reached 
hig fiftieth year Mr. Pollock said that 
most of ‘the plays he wrote were 
‘bout “the girl with the pink anger- 
nails and the boy with the slippery 
hair,” but that now with so many 
Dressing social problems to be 
dramatized for the world, he had 
wired to that type of play. It has 








ow become more or less impossible 
for him to write the type of plays 
which ‘gained him his reputation, 
even though he admitted that his 
Inter plays ‘were not the successer 
the early ones had been. This was 
due, he elaimed, to the fact that the 
audiences on the whole preferred 
“heel with, the pink Angerneis 
‘and the boy with the slippery hair.” 
‘He regretted that the writing of such 
plays no longer interested him, but 
folt that he would have to go on 


anyway. 

Mr, Pollock does not now write as 
much for the stage as he did when 
he was younger, and of late has been 
writing” extensively “for American 
magnaines and lecturing. “However 
Some of his recent plays, such as 
“The, “Enemy,” “House Beautiful” 
‘and "The Fool” have been extreme 
ly well-received by critical audiences 
Interested in the problems of the 
‘day. A good many plays which Mr.

Enthusiasm for the Future 


T the annual meeting of the shareholders of the Bank of China 
held on April 3, Mr. T. V. Soong. Chairman, presented the 
annual report, giving a comprehensive statement of the institution's 
financial condition, as well as a general review of conditions of 


trade in China, 


‘The report viewed the trade of 1936 as generally 


satisfactory and looked to the future with optimism. The full 





account follows 

In contrast to the condition of 

uncertainty and tension that existed 

‘In’ business ‘and financial cireles in 
China. throughout almost the whole 
of 1035 the situation last year appear= 
ed quict and uneventful, ‘The year 
‘was, however, important as providing 
a real test for tho new monetary 
System established in November, 1995. 
‘On aecount of the abnormal ‘strain 
that had earlier been exerted upon 
Almost every branch of | business 
fetivity by the forced appreciation of 
‘exehange and the de*llonary move 
ment of prices, the new monetary 
‘arrangements had been accepted with 
‘8 widespread feoling of relict. 

‘On the other hand, it was recogniz~ 
ed that, in undertaking to maintain 
practical stability of exchange for a 
currency no longer convertible into 
sllver, the National Government had 
accepted important new responsibill- 
ties and committed itself to a system 
of monetary and financial control 
without precedent in China, 

‘Up to the prosent the new mone- 
tary system has worked even more 
successfully than its advocates had 
‘antlelpated. Exchange stability, 
whieh was the first objective of the 
new policy, has been maintained 
throughout the year to a degree pre 
viously unknown in China, ‘This is 
all the more satisfactory in view of 
the fact that the exchange market has 
hhad to deal with bear attacks on the 
dollar, fears arising from political 
tunceriainties, and appreciable vari 
tions in exchange between the pri 
cipal foreign currencies, In the

Government Notes Accepted 

‘As a rosult of the efforls made to 
unify the national currency the 
Tegal tender notes are already wide 
ly necopted throughout China, and 
re coming into elreulation in’ out- 
ying’ areas previously served almost 
‘exclusively by provincial and private 
bank note-isgues.

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China's International Payments 
‘When China was on an automatic 
Silver standard of currency the coun- 
‘ry's balance of international payments 
from year to year was indicated by| 
the movement of the precious metals, 
the only uncertain point in recent 
years being the amount of the out- 
‘ward smuggling of gold. Now, how- 
ever, with the Chinese dollar conver- 
tible only into foreign currency at 
stabilized rates of exchange, bullion 
movements no longer provide a mea-| 
sure of the country's favourable or 
‘Adverse balance of payments.

AGRICULTURAL SITUATION

1035, ‘These are, of course, terminal 
market prices. It ig probable that 
farm prices rose still more, as it is

Increase In Parm Product Values

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SUPREME CT. UPHOLDS 
NEW DEAL LAWS 


Early Stand Completely 
Reversed by One Vote 


Washington, Mar. 20. 

In momentous decisions to-day, the 
United States Supreme Court upheld 
the constitutionallty of thres laws 
‘wo national and one state, which are 
important parts of the New Deal's 
social and economle programme, 

‘By unanimous vate the Court held 
valid the Frazler-Lemke Farm Mort 
wage Moratorium “Act, which was 
passed by Congress "to replace a 
similar act which the Court outlawed 
in 1935. ‘The measure is not to be 
confused with the Frazier-Lemke 
Form Mortgage Refinancing Measure, 
which called for the Issue of now 
money to establish a farm-fnancing 
revolving fund, ‘The Jaw which tho 
Court upheld to-day is designed to 
Rermit insolvent farmers to. adjust 
thelr debts while relaining possession 
of thelr property for a period of three 
‘years during which they may redeem 
the property, 

‘The second decision to-day appai 
cntly constituted @ complete reversal 
‘of the Court's stand in the ‘h'storie 
decision on the New York State Un- 
employment Act, as the justices up- 
held ‘the constitutionality” of the 
Washington “state law setting mini= 
‘mum wages for women workers, 

‘The Chiet Justice, Mr. Charles 
Evans Hughes, wrote the decision 
endorsing the legality of the Act 
Concurring in the opinion were Jus- 
ces Louls D. Brandels, Harlan 
Stone, Benjamin N. Cardozo 
Owen J. Rober's, “it was signiftcant 
that Justice Roberts’ change {rom his 
opinion in the New York case resulted 
In the Courts reversal of opinion, 
ax the New York Act was held un- 
constitutional by a five to four de- 
elsion, 























Answer (0 Reforms 

‘Justice George Sutherland, constant 
member of the conservative bloc of 
the Court, “wrote the dissenting 
gpinion in the Washington Minimum 
Wage case, the opinion was regarded 
asa virtual answer to President 
Roosevelt's programme for reform of 
the Federal judiciary, including the 
Supreme Court, 

“It is urged that the question In- 
volved should now receive fresh eon 
sideration," Justice | Sutherland -de- 
clared, “becduse of ‘economie condi 
tions which have supervened:, But 
the meaning of the Constitution does 
not change with the ebb and flow of 

sonomie events." 

Tn its third Important ruling to-day, 
the Court by unanimous decision -up= 
hheld the vatidity of the Rallway 
Labour Act of 1034, ‘The justices 
‘agreed that the measure was prope 
to protect interstate commeree trom 
interruptions because of labour dis 
putes. "The decision, although re- 
stricted to the Railway Labour Act, 
also servad to uphold the provisions 
for collective bargaining embodied in 
the Act. ‘These provisions had been 
attacked by the Virginia Railway Co, 
United Press.

Labour Victory in-Tasmania: Sterile Trade Talks with 
Canada: Spirit of Ottawa

‘This is a dally 
precaution when the mine is not In 
Droduetioa, and previous inspections 
had aparently indleated that noth- 
ng was amiss, About 10 am, one 
fof the denuties retuned to the su 
face {0 {eich some equipment.

Ti-Starred Btine 

‘Tho present disnster has but. added 
fo the loom that has hung over 
Wonthagsl for several years, for the 
State enterprise has come to be re- 
garded as an unlucky” mine, 
Wonthagal, n town of about 9,000 in- 
habitants, Is entirely dependent for 
Mty existence on the mine, which has 
begun to peter out. This was anti- 
ipated when the enterprise was 
hegun in 1909, but that fact Is poor 
rolnce to those whose source of 
Tivelihood is threatened by the mine's 
decline. 

‘The coal seams In th Wonthaggi 
district were originally about six 
feet In depth, which compares most 
unfavourably with the fields in New 
South Wales where seams are un 
usually thick, Moreover, the seams: 
at Wonthaggi are badly faulted, 
Which has seriously alfected the cost 
of working. 

‘Surveys had revealed these defects, 
but experts predicted that the field 
could be profitably exploited for 
about 20 years, and the Victorian 
Government decided to proceed with 
dovelopment as a State enterprise. 
This decision was mainly die tom 






































desire to ensure supplies of coal for 
the State railways, as the regularity

Accurate Predictions

‘For this there seems to be no 
remedy but the gradual transference 
‘of the miners to other elds, ‘That 
may be accelerated In consequence 
of the enquiry into the conditions at 
Wonthagg! following the present 
isaster, and, much as the tragedy is 
wenerally deplored, it fas at least 
‘aroused publle sympathy for the 
miners’ unfortunate plight. 

‘An appeal for the rellef of the de- 
pendenis of the victims has already 
raised thousands of pounds, including

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INCONSEQUENCES

Mr, Herman Finck, the com- 
poser of “In the Shadows’—to 
mention a claim to fame which 
will be easily recognized by the| 
greatest number of readers—has| 
been able to devote himself to the: 
task of cheering his friends and the 
public generally with a remarkably’ 
lively collection of yarns, impres- 
sions of old-time lights in London, 
and, in fact, just the information 
which goes to titillate the homesick | 
Londoner's belief. in his own city— 
for Herman .Finck is a Lon- 
doner to the core. (“My Melodious 
Memories". By Herman Finck, 
He was 
born in 1872 in a house two doors| 
from Waterloo Bridge, His father 
was a conductor in the West End, 
or leader of the orchestra at Drury: 
Lane ‘Theatre, Young Herman 
went to school in Roupell Street, 
opposite Waterloo Station. —His| 
schoolmaster, who wore a white 
evening dress tie morning, noon and. 
night—for no reason explained to 
his pupll—happened to be musical 
Jy inclined, and so it was that Her- 
man had ‘facilities for cultivating 
his taste for-music. Even if that| 
had-not happened, It is clear that} 
the Drury Lane conductor would 
have seen to it, for at 14, even 
when still at school, he was-made 
by paternal decree to start playing| 
in the orchestra at Prince’s Theatre. 
‘Thus the conductor had an ad~ 
ditional violin without having to 
pay for it, But within a week: 
young Herman was on a salaried 
basis owing to the occurrence of a 

vacancy In the orchestra, 

At the age of 16 he went to the 
Guildhal Slchool of Music, and there 
was ‘no question about — the 
strenuousness of this life. He was 
writing music during the day and 
playing at danes very late at night,| 
and to give point to this daily 
routine he recalls the story of «| 
famous London hotelier "whose | 
father declared that, being a broad- 
‘minded man, he did not mind what 
his son did out of working hours—| 
the working hours were from 7 a.m. 
to 11.80 p.m, so the breadth of mind 
was not greatly strained,

As a violinist Herman Finck got 
to know some of the most famous. 
music-halls and theatres in-London 
—the Canterbury, Sanger’s Circus, 
the Surrey ‘Theatre, the Elephant | 
and Castle Theatre—and he nearly 
had the opportunity of succeeding 
Jimmy Glover, afterwards Mayor'| 
of Bexhill and conductor of 
Drury Lane, as conductor at the: 
Comedy Theatre, but his extreme:

One night, when I was a boy, 1 
went (o play at a party at the 
house of Alma ‘Tadema, the great 
Duteh-born painter.

‘This pert reply apparently amused 
him, for he then sald: What is 
your name? Finck? I know that 
name..." And it turned out that 
he knew my father. As soon as 
is thus identifled Alma ‘Tadema 
‘made a great fuss of me, and took 
sme round the house. 


It is significant that although an 
uncle offered him a course at! 








acknowledged the generosity of the| 
offer, but declined it, and Finck; 
says that if he had gone to Leipzig) 
he certainly would not have written 
“In the Shadows”. Of course, there 
fare some people who may cynically’ 
regret that turn’ of fortune—but 
there seldom has been such a| 
popular tune which so devastatingly 
held every conceivable grade of 
society for so long, and Finck is| 
vety amusing on the subject. He! 
devotes a whole chapter to anec- 
dotes of his famous tune. 





‘The tune was actually first 
‘thought of in 1008 when Finck was 
at the Palace Theatre, on the staff 
‘of which he had been since its 
opening in 1892, It will be remem- 
bered that the Palace Theatre was! 
originally started 2s a national 
opera house, but it was soon in| 
dimeulties, and after various vicis- 
situdes it was eventually turned into 
 music-hall and in that capacity 
had a career which old theatre-| 
goers of pre-war vintage still re- 
member was really distinguished, 
for Charles Morton, into whose 
hhands the organization was placed, 
set out to present a programme 
which could be appreciated by a 
better class than usually affected 
the music-halls. Moreover, the idea 
was {0 encourage husband and 
wife to visit the musie-hall_ to- 
gether. This seems very ante- 
@eluvian, but it is actually to the 
credit of the Palace that its pro- 
grammes established the music~ 
as an entertainment to which it was 
quite’ possible to take female re-| 
Jatives and other respectable! 
creatures of the same sex. Whereas| 
the Empire and the Alhambra, 
catering for the upper classes, and 
the Tivoll and Oxford, catering for 
the general rank and file, were not 
suppoted. to be places 'to which 
ladies in those days could be taken 
=-not that female society was 
‘entirely absent from the auditorium, 
as W. T. Stead knew. 

‘To go back to “In the Shadows"— 
John ‘Tiler wanted music for a 
akdpping-rope dance for the Palace 
Girls, and although Finck’s _pub- 
lisher, smarting under the grievance 
of a previous failure, was exceed- 
ingly difficult to convince, he gave 
‘way at last, but reduced the royalty 
from threepenee a copy to twopence, 
In the boom a million copies of “In 
the Shadows” were sold, so Herman 
Finck bitterly regrets his failure to 
stand firm for threepence. But the 
furore which the tune created bene- 
fitted him extremely and he is 
philosophic enough to take the 
rough with the smooth. ‘The height 
to which the boom spread is in- 
diented by the following advertise- 
ment in a shop window in London: 

Wanted an errand boy who does 
not whistle "In the Shadows.”

‘The chapter on “Thirly Years at 
the Palace Theatre” is, of course, 
interesting, and the contacts made 
with some of the popular favourites| 
of the day produce a wealth of story 
and jest. Marie Lloyd, who had 
‘queened it at the Tivoli and Oxford, 
felt that the Palace was a challenge 
to her, and so she accepted the 
challenge, and only her indomitable| 
artistry and courage carried her 
through, curiously enough: 

‘Marie Lloyd was as nearly as pos 
sible n failure at the Palace, She 
wai desperately keen {0 appear 
there, but when she did, "the 
audiences did: not lke her songs. 
Marie was determined not to be

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‘TEXAN REACHES “NO MAN’S. LAND” 


‘Young Bible Agent Makes 10-day Journey with Nomad 
Caravan: Yunnan Bandits Active - 
By Tuer - 


‘Tachientu, Feb. 19. 
Yesterday the young Texan Bap- 
Uist, Robert Ralph Holder, arrived 
back In Tachloniu. Leaving here on 
Nov. 1 on his long journey down into 
Yunnan he wag gone 110 days and 
towards the ond of his tong journey 
we boconie somewhat ansxious as to 
hls well-being, knowing that on ‘his 
“yelumm. fom’ Yunnan he would be 
travelling through dangerous Lolo 
country. 

‘When he knocked at the back door 
just afler dark wo saw a tall gure 
in’ a'long dark’ Lolo looking robe 
and, with dificulty, recognized the 
young man trom. ‘Fort Worth. A 
Journey of 110 days, 77 of whlch were 
Actually ‘spent ‘on the road, reminds 
fone of missionary travel of 40 and 
450 years ago. In those good old days 
the traveller started out with an 
unexplored and unevangelized ex 
anse of 40 and 50 days before him. 
In many parts of the Republic this 
§s now Impossible but up on the 
‘Twelan frontier It, is still possible 
fo travel for weeks and ‘months 
through unknown territory "where 
the face ‘of a forelgner seldom 1s 
seen, And sometimes the travelling 
I very hard going. 

In Tibetan, the traveller must pract!- 
cally carry every necessary thing with 
nim ag inns, rest-houses” and” Dak 
bungalows are conspleuous by thelr 
absences." Some years ago” when 
tvavelling in Upper Burma and Upper 
Assam T'was impressed by the many 
‘comforts provided by the indian Gov- 
ernment ‘for the care and comfort 
of travellers “and explorers. In 
Myitkyina, Dibrugarh, “Sadiya’ and 
Chittagong, os a tired and dusty 
(raveller, T was often refreshed by a 
few days in one of those comfort: 
able bungalows, Life along the ‘ibe 
ton border has, unfortunately, none 
‘of these amenities. 

Destination not, Guaranteed 

When Ralph Holder left Tachtenly 
‘on Nov. 1 he did so with @ nomad 
faravan’ whose {clea was to spend as 
Tong as possible on the rond. They 
gave no quarantes that they would 
Teach any particular point at any 
particular time and so the man from 
‘Texas simply followed the nomad 
‘ond the nomad followed the yale and 
the yak travelled at the rate of two 
miles an hour, One may desire. to 
hurry ond be back on time, but the 
yok walks very slowly and. very 
carefully. 

Hone "Mr, Holder only reached 
Jurong eight or ten days after he 
ott Tachienlu. Here he met a'very 
friendly Chinese magistrate who gave 
him’ every: assistance on the” next 
Jong stage of his journey. At ‘this 
point the official ict him” have the 
se of the Ulag system,, giving him 
{wo animals, to carry his bed, be- 
ongings and lterature, Four ‘days 
more brought Holder to the lett 
bank of the Yolung. Each day his 
Vlag was changed soveral tim 
‘Mbslan women carriers taking 
place of the two animals with which 
he started out. Frequently the ‘Tibe- 
tan women carried for only a mile, 
or #0, put the loads down and other 
women come, pleked them up and 
continued the journey. * 

‘When he arrived at the Yaling 
River the two women put down the 
loads and disappeared, ‘leaving this 
{all ond Joan Ameriean Baptist, dis- 
tributing books for the American 
Bible Society, entirely alone, With 
practically no knowledge of the Tibe- 
fan language, with no personal ser- 
vent and with no idea how he wa 
to cross, the dangerous-looking rope 
ridge, Ralph Holder, - undistressed 
find “unembarrassed did the next 
‘est thing: he went down and bethed 
Inthe cold river water and washed 
ila cloth 

‘Above his head hung (w6 bamboo 
single-rope bridges. Hew were these 
things manipulated and who did the 
manipulation?

Over the River in a Sling 

Like Macawber, he quietly and 
patiently waited’ for something to 
humm up, Even a Baptist can't spend 
alt his time in the water so, Holder 
went up the bank of the Yalung to 
discover that a lama and his retinue 
were making preparations to cross 
the river. Apparently the order of 
precedence was entirely ignored, the 
‘frst being last and the ast being 
Asst, but finally when the Jama. and 
this’ caravan had crossed the river, 
and one or two others had followed 
him, a number of hefty Tibetans tied 
the Texan, Béptist Into kind of
